Minneapolis, alinn., Nov. 23.— 
Editor* of labor (ia()ers and ode- 
gales that are down on the labor 
pres* had it hot and heavy at to¬ 
day’s session of Ihc .American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, in a contention 
raised by the report of the educa¬ 
tion coimnittee on a resolution 
which had been prcK'nted ^ Sam 
de Xedrey of Washington, D. C 

It was apparently a simple re¬ 
quest, but >l raised a lively discus¬ 
sion. Dclejpite LicweDjTi i.ewis of 
Pittsburg, Pa., made some reinarics 
about the majority of publishers of 
labor (>a|icrs being in unionism for 
what they can get out of it. He 
said the two labor pai>ers of Pitts¬ 
burg su|>ported Congressman Del- 
zell for rcelection, although he was 
one of the main men on "labor 
blacklist" as published by the 
executive council. 

Editor Victor L. Berger of MiF 
Icaukee called attention to the fact 
that the Sodalist papers ar never 
accused of graft. If labor y-'litics 
would simply follow clavs lines, as 
the trades union does, hi the eco¬ 
nomic field, then such cases as the 
I one referred to in Httsburg could 
not hafifien.

THE REV. HUGH PENTECOST SHOWS WHY THERE ARE 
TWO CLASSES IN SOCIETY AND WHERE THE 
WORKER’S INTERESTS LIE. 


Ai present the world of human 
beings is composed of classes. 
However, we may dispute as to 
the lines of demarkation between 
members cf these classes, there is 
no dispute that there is a capitalist 
class and a working class. 

The capitalist class lives by rent, 
interest or dividends—that is, pro¬ 
fits. The working class lives by 
wages. The welfare of ilicsc classes 
is antagonistic. The more the capi¬ 
talist class gets, the less the work¬ 
ing class gets. The more the work¬ 
ing class get jthe less the capitalist 
class gett. This is self-evident, 
since wages, rent, interest or divi¬ 
dends (profits) are taken out of the 
produce of labor. 

T8B Tiro CUSSES. 

All men and women belong to 
on« or the other of these classes. To 
which class you belong is not de¬ 
termined entirely by wliether you 
are a wage earner or not. It is de- 
tennined to a great extent by what 
you think; by your mental attitude 
toward the world of human beings; 
b)' your moral code, and, especially 
by now you vote. 

If you are a wage earner, and, as 
such, believe that you belong to an 
Inferior class; that you need to be 
ruled by your betters; that you could 
not support yourself without an 
employer; that s’ou should be con¬ 
tented in the place where it lias 
pleased God to put you," or where 
you are by the laws of nature; that 
if you are industrious, economical 
ana faithful to your employer you 
may some day arise out of your 
class into the capitalist class, and 
so cease to live by wages, and live 
henceforth by rent, interest, and 
profits—if you think these thoughts 
though you be a hod carrier, ditch- 
digger, sweatshop worker, or street 
sweeper, you belong to the capi¬ 
talist class—you are theirs—tor 
these are capitalist thoughts, and 
"as a man tiiuiks so is he."

If you have no thoughts on the 
subject of your place in life, but, 
when election day comes arouud, 
you vote the Republican or Demo¬ 


cratic turket, you belong to the capi¬ 
talist class, for botli these are capi¬ 
talist parties. These parties repre¬ 
sent the wage system. They advo¬ 
cate child labor, wife labor, aud 
man labor (or the cheapest possible 
wage. 

The saddest thing in tlie world 
is a workingman with a capitalist [ 
mind. He is not to be blamed, 
for wc are all the creatures of cir¬ 
cumstances. hut he is to be pitied 
and .saved, if possible. 

One could shed an ocean of tears 
at the sight of workingmen by mil¬ 
lions voting theinseives low wages, 
their children into mills, mines and 
houses of prostitution. 

LET THOSE WBO ARE WOIEERS TniE 
AS WOBEEES. 

Socialists do not provoke class 
hatred. They invoke class con¬ 
sciousness. They ask workingmen 
to have working class thoughts; to 
think that they do not ncod capi¬ 
talists, either to nilc them or em¬ 
ploy them. They do not ask them 
to vote for their candidates, but to 
vote for themselves. They ask 
them to try to understand that if 
land and machinery were jcoinmun 
property instead of capitalist in¬ 
dividual property, wages, rent, 
dividends, all profits, would dis¬ 
appear, and each workin^an 
would receive all that he produced 
as a member of a Co-operative 
Commonwealth of self-rr spccting. 
free people, living human lives in¬ 
stead of animal-like lives, as at 
present. 

mCE USTEAO OP WAR. 

Socialism is very simple, very 
easy to understand bp anyone who 
has not an animal mind or a capi¬ 
talist mind, or a mind incapable of 
comprehending a co-operative and 
fraternal civibzation instead of a 
competitive or fighting barbarism. 

There is no good reason why a 
worldnginan should not be a So¬ 
cialist. Tfiere is eve^' reason why 
he should be a Socialist 

The appeal of Socialism is so 
strong that some capitalists liave 
acquired the minds oi clau con¬ 
scious workgingmen. They have 


renout ced their class and come 
over in to the working class, not 
literally, but in their minds and 
hearts. They are thinking anti 
acting as if they were workingmen. 
But these cannot save the working¬ 
man from wage slavery. There arc 
not enough of them. Workingmen 
must save tliciiiseivcs, by tliinkiiig 
and voting for themselves.

School Baths Abroad. 

In the schools of Germany and 
Holland the teaching of cleanliness 
appears to be part of the school 
curriculum. According to a report 
which has been issued by the Lon¬ 
don county coimcil, the medical of¬ 
ficer and the assistant educational 
adviser of the L. 'j. liavc receiit- 
Iv been on a tour of inspection to 
the schools of Gennany and Hol¬ 
land. In these countries they visit¬ 
ed twelve cities and thirty-five 
schools, and they found that in 
every town they visited tlic schools 
had bathing accomodation for the 
school children. In (jermaiiv, 
wlierever a permanent water supply 
is availalde. even in small towns 
with only 3,000 or 4,000 inhabitants 
bathing arrangements are provided 
in the sdiools.

Our trade union leaders liavc too 
often been stupid, reactionary, 
timid, antiquated, and, politically, 
tltc decoy-ducks of middle cla^ 
politicians; but they have, in the 
main, been lionest according to their 
ligliU, and it conid never be rightly 
charged against or.of them tliat he 
liad deliberately, for money, sold 
the men he was supposed to serve.
